Tired of watching lead- 
footed drivers turn his 
once ‘quiet street’ into the 
‘Haig speedway,’ Patrick 
Goodrow is ‘pleading his 
case’ with Mississauga 
council for a reduced speed 
limit. 

“T’ve even stood out in 
the middle of Haig and 
asked people to slow down. 
It’s gotten to be pretty 
bad,” he told a meeting of 
Mississauga councillors 
May 24th. 

Haig Blvd. is a two- 
kilometer long street that 
runs parallel to Dixie road 
just west of the Dixie mall. 

After 38 years of living 
on Haig, Goodrow has 
spearheaded a campaign to 
reduce the speed limit from 
50 km/h to 40 km/h. 

“T’ve taken it unto myself 
to put ‘please slow down

signs’. The first weekend it 
was effective. Since then, 
it’s not effective anymore. 
As of Sunday night, I’ve 
had 12 signs stolen.” 
There are children, 
seniors, dog walkers and 
joggers crossing the street 
on the regular basis and 
the increasing traffic 
and speeding is a safety 
concern for local residents. 
He submitted a petition 
with 14 names on it calling 
on council to reduce the 
speed limit to 40.

While the speed limit is 
currently 50 kilometres 
per hour, he says it’s not 
uncommon for drivers to 
go blow past 60.

The Region of Peel’s 
wastewater facilities 
are about to get a major 
upgrade. 

The Government of 
Canada announced Tuesday 
morning that 30 new 
projects in the Region of 
Peel have been approved for 
more than $69 million in 
federal funding in order to 
upgrade and maintain water 
and wastewater facilities. 

Navdeep Bains, Minister 
of Science, Innovation and 
Economic Development, 
announced the funding 
during a press conference 
at the Lakeview Waste 
Treatment Plant in south 


Mississauga. The projects 
being funded include 
facilities located throughout 
Brampton, Caledon and 
Mississauga. 

The funding is part of a 
larger initiative, the Ontario- 
Canada Clean Water and 
Wastewater Fund, a cross- 
government agreement 
to maintain the quality of 
water for Canadian families.

Long-term care facility in 
Brampton receives official 
plan amendment 


A long-term facility in 
Brampton is getting a new 
lease on life. 

Brampton City Council 
approved a zoning and 
official plan amendment 
on Wednesday afternoon 
to allow for redevelopment 
of the Peel Manor Long 
Term Care centre. This 
collaboration between the 
Region of Peel and City of 
Brampton will result in 
enhanced care for seniors 
and more liveable spaces 
for residents. 

Key to this project is a 
land exchange where the 
City will give up part of 
the Murray Street Park, 
allowing construction of 
the new long-term care 
facility. When the new 
facility is complete, the 
existing building will be 
demolished, and a portion 
of the land will become part 
of the Murray Street Park. 

“This project is a great 
example of how the right 
partnerships create value,” 
said Regional Councillor 
Elaine Moore, Chair of the 
Planning and Development

Committee. “It’s really a 
centre of excellence for 
seniors. “ 

The Peel Manor Long 


Term Care building 
has reached its useful 
lifespan, and_ significant 
improvements are now 
required. 


This project will increase 
the current configuration’s 
capacity, and will add 
living space for those with 
specialized needs. There 
will also be _ additional 
Adult Day Service, with 60 
spaces available to serve 
75-100 participants each 
day over various shifts. 
The Region of Peel has 
been envisioning the area 
around Peel Manor as a 
regional Seniors’ Services 
Hub. 

“The redevelopment of 
Peel Manor shows how 
health partnerships can 
contribute to employment 
and improve quality of 
life in Brampton,” said 
Bob Darling, Director of 


Economic Development 
and Culture and_ the 
corporate leader 


responsible for the City’s 
Health Partnerships 
initiative. 

The re-imagined Murray 
Street Park will also feature 
greater connectivity to and 
from the seniors’ hub.

over Brampton gun incident prompts 
call for review of school lockdown policy 





A city councillor wants 
a review of Peel region’s 
school lockdown policy 
after a recent gun call that 
sparked a neighbourhood 
panic in Brampton. 

It stems from = an 
incident on the afternoon 
of May 12 in which police 
responded to reports of a 
man carrying a gun in the 
area of Conestoga Drive 
and Wexford Road. 

The board was quick to 
order stepped up security 
at three area schools. 

Brampton Ward 2 
and 6 Councillor Doug 
Whillans says the 
board’s handling of the 
incident was appropriate, 
but is concerned that 
‘premature’ _lockdowns 
cause “panic in the 
neighbourhood especially 
with the parents of the 
students at that school.” 

“Can you imagine if 
[parents] at work and 
wondering ‘geez, what’s 
going on? I wonder if 
little Johnny’s ok?’ Turns 
out some kid had a 
pocketknife. Is that reason 
for a lockdown? I don’t 
know.” 

Three men were later

arrested in connection with 
the May 12th incident and 
a gun reportedly seized, 
but it remains unclear as 
to whether it warranted 
the extraordinary security 
measures taken at three 
area schools. 

Heart Lake Secondary 
School was ordered locked 
down while security was 
also stepped up Conestoga 
Public School and Rowntree 
Montessori Schools despite 
the incident taking place off 
school grounds. Whillans 
says such incidents used to 
be rare. 

“Times are changing. 
Maybe we have to look at the 
way we do things. It’s kind of 
a catch-22. If it’s premature, 
it causes just as much panic 
as it does if it wasn’t a 
premature lockdown”. 

Whillans says stepped up 
security measures in which 
students are prevented from 
leaving or entering a school 
may be necessary, but adds 
if such incidents continue 
to grow in frequency, the 
precaution of locking down 
a school must be weighed 
against any negative impact 
on student education and 
the threat of panicking 


residents. 

“Sometimes they may 
overreact but it’s for the 
safety of the children. 
You can never be_ too 
cautious. It could’ve been a 
pellet rifle for all we know.” 


The growth of the 
population in Brampton 
may be a factor in 


the number of incidents. 
Whillans says that given 
the majority of incidents 
are ‘minor as in the 
presence of the pocketknife 
or unsubstantiated gun 
rumours, it may be time to 
review the board’s policy 
of when a school lockdown 
is justified. He wants the 
police and the school board 
to revisit the protocols used 
to determine when and 
under what circumstances a 
lockdown is warranted. 

“As we grow, let’s see 
what the policies at the 
Toronto District School 
board are doing to see if 
there’s anything that they’re 
doing that we might be able 
to do here, maybe, to see 
if we can work with them. 
If they keep happening, 
maybe we have to revisit 
these occurrences, maybe 
have more police presence 
in certain areas,” he said.

A couple of local teachers 
and amateur runners Peter 
Anderson and Bruce Hill 
got a running club going 
because they were getting 
fed up training with each 
other preparing for the 
Around the Bay Road Race 
and the Boston Marathon. 

They formed a_ little 
club called the Credit 
Valley Marathon Club. A 
few crazy people signed 
up and they started doing 
Sunday morning runs out 
of Streetsville. A couple 
of years go by, things were

going pretty well so they 
decided they wanted to 
organize a local race. Some 
meetings were arranged 
with the Streetsville Bread 
& Honey Festival, local 
police and the Streetsville 
Secondary School and low 
and behold the Bread & 
Honey 15k was born. The 
inaugural race the first 
weekend of June 1977 was 
a success with over 200 
people taking part. 

Today, 39 years later, the 
race is one of the biggest 
events on the local running 
calendar with over 1200 
people taking part in a 
variety of distances from 1 
mile to 15k. 

For the last 12 years, 
local runner /triathlete 
and former “pack a day” 
smoker Ellie De Souza has 
passionately guided the 
race to success both as a 
competitive running race 
and a fund raising vehicle 
for local charities. Twenty 
years ago Ellie could not

have dreamed she would 
have accomplished so much 
in the sport of running. 
She beat her addiction 
to nicotine by taking up 
running. She tried her first 
race, loved it and has since 
gone on to complete 2 
Ironman triathlons, several 
Yo JIronmans as well as 
35 marathons including 9 
trips to the famed Boston 
Marathon. 

Being the can-do, get- 
it-done person she is, she 
jumped at the chance to take 
over the Bread Honey when 
no one else would step up. 
It is a big job that takes a lot 
of diverse skills and loads of 
time. 

During the 12 years on 
the job, she has had to 
change the course several 
times due to construction, 
she has brought in new 
sponsors, and raised of 
$130,000 for local charities 
like the Hospitals of Peel, 
The Caring Network and the 
Mississauga Y. She has been 
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the driving force behind an 
increase in participation 
from just a few hundred 
to all time high of 1500. 
Behind her is a small group 
of hard working volunteers 
mostly from the Nomads 
Running Club an outgrowth 
of the former Credit Valley 
Marathoners. It is been a 
winning combination that 
keeps on ticking. Next year 
will be the 40th anniversary 
and Ellie intends to be at the 
helm to celebrate.

Russ Jackson 
(Born July 28th, 


1936)

The Hamilton-born, 
McMaster-educated 
Jackson was a Canadian 
superstar in the Canadian 
Football league. 

He was and remains one 
of the league’s_ greatest 
quarterbacks of all time. 

Jackson joined — the 
Ottawa Rough Riders in the 
late 50’s and, all told, won 
three Schenley awards as 
the league’s best player and 
four as best Canadian. 

He was named an Eastern 
all-star six times and was 
voted all Canadian three 
times. 

He led the Black Riders to 
three Grey cups, including 
two in a row in 1968 and 69. 

His career numbers; a 
dual threat---He passed 
for 24,592 yards and 185 
touchdowns. 





On the ground: 
yards and 54 majors... 

(Note: He played mostly 
14 game_ seasons; the 
additional two regular 
season contests came later.) 

Jackson was also a 
notable presence in the 
Mississauga community. 
He was the first principal 
at John Fraser SS in Erin 
Mills---teaching before that 
at Brampton Centennial and 
TL Kennedy. 

His first teaching gig 
came while he was still 
with the Rough Riders in 
Ottawa: 1959. (He taught 
Math) After retiring from 
the gridiron, he was the 
principal of Canterbury 
High School in Ottawa from 
1973] to 1975 (once tackling 
a male ’streaker’ during a 
high school dance). 

Jackson briefly __left 
teaching in 1975, spending 
two years as head coach of 
the Argonauts. It was not 
to be.

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Why Aren't More Children Playing Lacrosse

of the National Lacrosse 
League (NLL). It’s very rare 
that lacrosse can be found on 
the major sports television 
channels which results in 
a lack of knowledge; a lot 
of people (parents) not 
knowing anything about it.. 
The lack of coverage 
means that children don’t 
watch the sport and don’t 
have anybody to look up to. 
Instead of trying to 
emulate Bill Hostrawser 
or Tom Schreiber (players 
for the Toronto’ Rock), 
children are trying to score 
goals like Auston Matthews 
or hit home runs like Jose 
Bautista. Parents aren't 
inspired to sign up their 
children because many 


of them don’t know what 
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the sport is or have any 
intention of finding out. 

Mike Hancock from the 
Toronto Rock says that “it’s 
not necessarily bad that kids 
are playing other sports as 
they’re finding things to do” 
but adds that “it’s not great 
for lacrosse and that more 
needs to be done to grow the 
game”. He says that the NLL 
needs to “grow it’s presence 
on social media in order to 
attract more fans to the Air 
Canada Centre to watch 
games.” 

I believe that with the 
proper media coverage, our 
national sport can become 
one of the more popular 
participation sports since 
it’s fun to play and incredibly 
interesting to watch. 

If local teams can 
draw more attention 
_to themselves and 
get better coverage, 
it can become one 
of the most popular 
sports in Peel Region 
and inspire’ the 
next generation of 
lacrosse stars.

Pat was a member of the 
Golden Hawks for seven 
seasons, during which 
time the team captured six 
Provincial Women’s titles 
and two National Women’s 
titles. Pat began her hockey 
career in Brampton, playing 
five years with the Brampton 
Canadettes Girls Hockey 
Association. 

Pat was a graduate of 
Brampton Centennial 
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Secondary School before 
attending McMaster 
University, where she 
graduated with a degree in 
Physical Education. While 
at Brampton Centennial, 
Pat was the 1974 Ontario 
Federation of Secondary 
Schools high jump 
champion, briefly holding 
the provincial record before 


it was broken by her sister 
Julie in 1975. 

Pat also played for many 
years in the Brampton 
Girls Softball Association. 
Hockey, high jump and 
softball—Pat did it all...

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Peel Region’s tips for avoiding “ticks”

There are a lot of things 
to love about spending 
time outdoors as the 
summer approaches but 
ticks are not one of them. 
They may be tiny (the size 
of the head of a pin) but 
these little buggers can 
pack a serious bite which 
if left untreated, can cause 
huge health problems for 
people and their pets. 

One particularly nasty, 
health destroying result is 
Lyme disease, described 
on Peel Regions website as 
follows: 


A bacterial illness that 
is spread to people and 
animals through tick 
bites. 


Was first identified 
in 1975 in Lyme, 
Connecticut. 


Can affect your joints, 
heart and nervous 
system. 


Happens in phases. 


Is treated with 
antibiotics if caught early. 


Ticks are blood-sucking 
parasites related to spiders 
and grow in size as they 
ingest blood from their 
unfortunate human or 
animal hosts so avoid 
becoming one! 

The Region of Peel is 
monitoring ticks as part of 
its Disease Prevention Plan 
and its website offers tips 
for avoiding bites and their 
related health problems. 

Ticks live in wooded 
areas rich in leaf litter and 
long grass. If you’re walking 
an area where infected ticks 
are commonly found, take 
precautions.

Checking regularly 
for ticks and removing 
any attached ticks 
immediately. 

Wearing long-sleeved 
shirts that fit tightly 
around the wrist and 
long-legged pants tucked 
into socks or shoes or 
boots. Light-coloured 
clothing makes it easier 
to see if ticks land on your 
clothing. 

Applying insect 
repellent containing DEET 
to skin and clothing. 

Showering or bathing 
within two hours of being 
outdoors to wash away 
loose ticks. 

If you are bitten it’s 
important to take action 
as soon as possible. 

The longer an infected 
tick is attached to your 
skin, the more you 


become susceptible to 
Lyme disease infection. 
Normally, infected 

ticks don’t spread the 
bacterium during the 
first 24 hours. Their bite 
doesn’t hurt so you may 
not notice you’ve been 
bitten until you see them 
attached to the skin. Peel 
Region’s tick experts offer 
the following advice to 
those who get bitten: 

Remove the tick 
immediately with 
tweezers. Grab the tick 
as close to the skin as 
possible. Gently pull the 
tick straight out until the 
tick releases its hold on 
your skin. 

Use soap and water to 
clean the spot where you 
were bitten. You can also 
disinfect the area with 
rubbing alcohol or use

antibiotic ointment. 

Wash your hands. 

It isn’t unusual to 
have more than one tick 
attached, so check your 
whole body. 

Contact your doctor or 
Peel Public Health (if you 
reside in the Region of 
Peel) to see if you should 
have the tick tested. 

See your family 
doctor if you develop 
any symptoms of Lyme 
disease. 

Oddly enough, there 
is no vaccine for Lyme 
disease for people but 
there is one for dogs. Tal 
to a vet who can advise | 
you about vaccinating 
your dog against Lyme 
disease. 

Peel Region notes 
that,“pets can come in 
contact with ticks during 
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walks in grassy or wooded 
areas. The best way to 
protect your pet is to 
avoid areas known to have 
an active tick population 
and to keep your dog ona 
leash in heavily wooded or 
natural areas.” 

So far the region 
reports no human 
cases of acquired 
Lyme disease this 
year. Lets keep it that 
way!

World-renowned chef 
and cookbook author 
Massimo Capra has been 
living his own Restaurant 
Makeover, as he has finally 
finished remodelling a for- 
mer bakery in the heart of 
Mississauga’s Clarkson Vil- 
lage into Capra’s Kitchen. 

Capra’s Kitchen is a food- 
ie’s adventure and although 
celebrity chef influenced, it 
is not haute cuisine. It’s an 
urban eatery, where elbows 
rest on the table, joyous 
laughter fills the air, and 
table chatter overpowers 
the sound system. 

Our appetizer needed 
Executive Chef Ryan Wil- 
son-Lall to assist Massimo 
to deliver an epic char- 
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cuterie board; an artist’s 
palette expressing a cor- 
nucopia of culinary tastes 
and colours. Authentic to 
his Italian roots, Massimo 
pays homage to the various 
cultural influences and 
flavour profiles from the 
shores of the Mediterra- 
nean. Middle-Eastern mez- 
zeh favourites of labneh, 
hummus, and marinated 
olives along with vegetables 
complement the breadth of 
Italian salumi, cheeses and 
artisanal breads, roasted 
cherry tomatoes, and puffed 
parmesan, providing a 
palate-pleasing contrast of 
spicing and flavours. 
Vintage English bone 
china saucers, crystal, 
and porcelain tableware 
hand-picked from various 
flea markets and antique 
shops are found not only

on tables, but repurposed 
as light fixtures. Wrought- 
iron stair spindles are 
forged into the bar, and an 
inherited library of pots and 
pans from bakeries past 

are now pieces of art found 
throughout Capra’s Kitchen. 
Massimo’s wife Rosa Capra 
has a passion and a natural 
flair for interior design, and 
as a former hairstylist, un- 
derstands the need to make 
an entrance and command 
attention, without distract- 
ing from the main attrac- 
tion—the food. 

Leaving his successful 
Toronto restaurant Mistu- 
ra two years ago, Capra’s 
Kitchen is now a mere two 
kilometres from their Lorne 
Park home. For Massimo, 
life revolves around food; 
Capra’s Kitchen is the heart

and what it produces, is 

the soul. “This is where 
recipes are developed for 

all my projects,” Massimo 
explains that everything 
sourced is from the freshest 
ingredients and local to the 
food style, whether from the 
farm fields in Italy or local 
farmers and artisans here in 
Canada. 

The words local and glob- 
al are universal to Massimo. 
“Local is good, but in Cana- 
da, it’s tough. We are global 


communities, and everyone 
wants to eat, what they 
want to eat. It’s hard to ac- 
cept the fact that six months 
of the year, you cannot grow 
anything...” and it would be 
very difficult to operate an 
Italian kitchen. 

A favourite on the menu 
is the Pancetta Wrapped 
Stuffed Chicken, which 
back in Italy, is something 
served on special occasions. 
At Capra’s Kitchen, the 
original recipe has been 


modified, where the chicken 
leg is completely boneless, 
and seasoned with celery, 
onion, garlic, parsley, lots of 
parmesan rigano, then filled 
and rolled. It’s wrapped 
with a paper-thin slice of 
pancetta, and roasted in 
its own juices; then glazed 
in the pan with wine, a 
small amount of butter and 
rosemary, and served with 
buttered grapes and crispy 
leeks. Yum! 

And like our appetizers, 





our dessert was enticing 
and flavourful, flawlessly 
presented yet again on a 
gorgeous sharing board 
made with felled olive trees 
from Italy. The creative 
palate found throughout 

is not limited to the plate. 
There is personality and 
whimsy with every bite and 
sight as you know every 
decision or influence found 
throughout was borne from 
the collective imaginations 
of Massimo and Rosa. 
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Massimo loves to kid 
around, and has a healthy 
sense of humour, yet he 
doesn’t joke when it comes 
to food. He has written 
many a cookbook and 
shares openly his favourite 
recipes, but what he loves 
most is cooking for people. 

Next time you are looking 
for a place to dine, set your 
GPS for Clarkson Village and 
Capra’s Kitchen; there’s a seat 
at a table waiting for you.

Brampton leads the 
region in April new home 
starts at 461 or 1,552 for 
the year. That’s an increase 
from 326 and 1,179 new 
home starts for the same 
periods in 2016. Brampton’s 
building activity has 
been dominated by fully- 
detached homes this year 
with 802 followed by town 
homes at 472. 






Mississauga had 15 new 
home starts in April or 700 
for the year. That’s a slight de- 
crease from April 2016 when 
Mississauga had 21 starts, but 
a big increase over the first 
four months of 2016, which 
saw 257 new home starts.
